These are just a few of the 


questions on cattlemen's ana 
breeders' minds throughout the 
beef Industry today. Many advo- 
cate a status quo with no chan- 
ges needed In beef cattle per- 
formance or confirmation. Oth- 
ers In the industry say to forget 
quality in beef cattle altogether. 
Surely the real answer lies at 
some point between these two 
statements or ideas. 


Probably the biggest factor 


in the beef cattle business to- 
day, as far as cattlemen are 
concerned, is "rate of gain". 
The only thing a cow-calf man 
or a stocker operator or a 
feedlot owner has to sell is 
pounds of beef. Progeny tests 
and feeding trials throughout 
California and the nation have 
proven that there are vast dif- 
ferences in the gaining ability 
of Individuals within each breed. 


This is where selecting top 
gaining bulls begins to pa\ off 
for the cattleman and breeder. 


Further along the marketing 


process all the packer and re- 
tailer has to sell is pounds 
too. The difficulty comes when 
the pound of beef is swathed 
in layers of excess fat and 
waste. Overfat, wasty carcas- 
ses 
and cuts of beef cannot 


be sold unless the waste is 
trimmed off. It seems that most 
homemakers don't like to pay 
the price for excess fat. Old 
sayings like "Jack Sprat's wife 
could eat no lean" just aren't 
so any more. Everyone wants 
leaner meat. 


This Is where the search for 


and development of meat type 
bulls and high producing cows 
comes in. This search does not 
mean abandoning quality but it 
does moan changing somoofthe 


ideas we used to have about 
beef cattle selection and eval- 
uation. It means that "rate, 
of-gain" must be more muscle 
and less waste than before. 


Some of the terms most of 


us grew up with in selecting 
beef cattle don't fit today's 
requirement for our beef pro- 
duclng a n 1 m a 1 s. Remember 
these words: "deeper and fuller 
in the brisket, deeper and fuller 
in the flanks, deeper and fuller 
in the twist, squarer about the 
rump, carries width more uni- 
formly from front to rear". 
These selection points are on 
the way out because extensive 
carcass work has shown that 
fullness in the areas mentioned 
indicate fat deposits. Compact. 
ness and shortness of legs, so 
desirable a few years ago, are 
now considered faults. 


What does the "meat type" 


bull look like? As In all live. 
stock judging or evaluations, 
every man has his own opin- 
ion. More and more people are 
beginning to realize'that mus« 
cles aren't square and that 
mealiness In the carcass can 
be Indicated by actual muscle 
bulges such as width through 
the center of the round and 
the amount of forearm muscl- 
ing. 


Excessive depth in beef cat. 


tie, whether It be at the bris- 
ket, chest, belly, flanks or twist 
is not needed but beef animals 
must still have adequate depth 
of heart and spring of ribs for 
constitution and capacity. 


Beef cattle must still be thick 


and carry sound adequately bon- 
ed skeletons. Let's hope the beef 
industry doesn't try to raise 
"meatless wonders" such as

Meat Type Animals’ 
Characteristics Told 
Bull Sale sifters and graders 
are paying a lot of attention 
this year to tiie meat type 
animal, and talks and color 
slides presented last night at 
a dinner for bull consignors, 
prospective buyers and other 
cattlemen indicated why. 
Ken Ellis, Tehama County 
livestock farm advisor; Walter 
Johnson, Shasta County live­ 
stock farm advisor; and Reuben 
Albaugh, University of Califor­ 
nia Extension Service livestock 
specialist and dean of graders 
at the Bull Sale, took part in 
the discussion. They were ir* 
troduced by Jim Westfall, the 
sale manager. 
Albaugh listed a number of 
points to be considered in con­ 
nection with selection an animal 
for meat, not fat. In the first 
place, he said, heavy calves 
stay heavier all the way. Width 
of loin is important. Heavy 


bone is associated with growth. 
A long body is desirable, but 
not a lot of brisket. A large 
forearm is good, and so is a 
wide head and muzzle, Albaugh 
said. 


Rate of gain is more impor­ 
tant than conformation, he de­ 
clared, and he added that fast- 
gaining cattle cut as high as 
slow-gaining cattle. After struc­ 
tural soundness and fértil tty, he 
said, rate of gain is the best 
trait to consider in selecting a 
bull. 


Slides shown by Ellis and 
Johnson were made at Iowa State 
University. Two animals were 
photographed. Then they were 
slaughtered, 
frozen, 
skinned 
and cut through, showingfat and 
muscle section by section. The 
much larger percentage of red 
meat to fat was graphically 
shown.

These are just a few of the 
questions on cattlemen’s and 
breeders’ minds throughout the 
beef industry today. Many advo­ 
cate a status quo with no chan­ 
ges needed in beef cattle per­ 
formance or confirmation. Oth­ 
ers In the industry say to forget 
quality in beef cattle altogether. 
Surely the real answer lies at 
some point between these two 
statements or ideas. 
Probably the biggest factor 
in the beef cattle business to­ 
day, as far as cattlemen are 
concerned, is “ rate of gain” . 
The only thing a cow-calf man 
or a stocker operator or a 
feedlot owner has to sell is 
pounds of beef. Progeny tests 
and feeding trials throughout 
California and the nation have 
proven that there are vast dif­ 
ferences in the gaining ability 
of individuals within each breed. 


This is where selecting top 
gaining bulls b eg in s to pay off 
for the cattleman and breeder. 
Further along the marketing 
process all the packer and re­ 
tailer has to sell is pounds 
too. The difficulty comes when 
the pound of beef is swathed 
in layers of excess fat and 
waste. Overfat, wasty carcas­ 
ses and cuts of beef cannot 
be sold unless the waste is 
trimmed off. It seems that most 
homemakers don’t like to pay 
the price for excess fat. Old 
sayings like “ Jack Sprat’s wife 
could eat no lean” just aren’t 
so any more. Everyone wants 
leaner meat. 
This is where the search for 
and development of meat type 
bulls and high producing cows 
comes in. This search does not 
mean abandoning quality birf it 
does mean changing some of the 


ideas we used to have about 
beef cattle selection and eval­ 
uation. It means that “ rate- 
of-gain” must be more muscle 
and less waste than before. 
Some of the terms most of 
us grew up with in selecting 
beef cattle don’t fit today’s 
requirement for our beef pro­ 
ducing a n i m a l s. Remember 
these words; “ deeper and fuller 
in the brisket, deeper and fuller 
in the flanks, deeper and fuller 
in the twist, squarer about the 
rump, carries width more uni­ 
formly from front to rear” . 
These selection points are on 
the way out because extensive 
carcass work has shown that 
fullness in the areas mentioned 
indicate fat deposits. Compact­ 
ness and shortness of legs, so 
desirable a few years ago, are 
now considered faults. 
What does the «‘meat type” 


bull look like? As in all live­ 
stock judging or evaluations 
every man has his own opin­ 
ion. More and more people are 
beginning to realize that mus­ 
cles aren't square and that 
meatiness in the carcass can 
be indicated by actual muscle 
bulges such as width through 
the center oí the round and 
the amount of forearm muscl­ 
ing. 
Excessive depth in beef cat­ 
tle, whether it be at the bris­ 
ket, chest, belly, flanks or twist 
is not needed but beef animals 
must still have adequate depth 
of heart and spring of ribs for 
constitution and capacity. 
Beef cattle must still be thick 
and carry’ sound adequately boiv 
ed skeletons. Let’s hope the beef 
industry doesn’t try' to raise 
“ meatless wonders” such as

M e m b e r s of 
the Tehama 


County Aid for Retarded Chil- 
dren's group were Informed 
of the beginning and goals of the 
Far 
Northern 
Coordinating 


Council, at a meeting this past 
week at Red Bluff High School. 
John Mitchell, part time con- 
sultant with the council, ex- 
plained how the group was start- 
ed. Nearl> five years ago, the 
President's Panel on Mental 
Retardation determined some of 
the needs of the mentally re- 
tarded and their families. One 
such need was facilities for 
evaluation and diagnostic ser- 
vices nearer the home than the 
existing large hospitals. 


In California a law was passed 


that there be started within the 
next few years, ten such diag- 
nostic and evaluation centers, 
to be called regional centers. 
Centers were to be located 
throughout the state, so that 
no parent would have to travel 
more than 100 miles or two 
hours for services. The first 
year two regional centers were 
started. The second year, with a 
change of adminstration in the 
state government, there were 
no centers funded.

NEW 
YORK (AP) - "This 


overheated economy just sucked 
imports In all over the place," 
said the Treasury official tothe 
House-Senate subcommittee. 


In this one simple sentence 


did Frederick Deming, Treas- 
ury undersecretary, speak of a 
situation that Is: 1. In the news 
almost every day; 2. Consider- 
ed dangerous by many experts; 
3. All but impossible to under- 
stand. 
What Deming meant by his 
statement, made last week, was 
that the excess of demand and 
money in the United States was 
making imported goods not only 
desirable but purchasable — 
which is bad for the balance 
of payments. 
This problem has been with us 
for 11 years now and with each 
discussion it seems to get more 
complex and tangled. For many 
people Its mere mention on a

We 
think it unfair when imported 
meats can be shipped anywhere 
in the United States. USDA has 
also decided that we cannot sell 
retail and also process farmers' 
meat without separate facilities 
for each. We cannot afford to 
operate two facilities. We have 
spent thousands of dollars, bor- 
rowed, to meet New York state 
requirements."

meat bill can be passed on 
nothing but lies to suit the pur- 
poses of government officials."

Farm Land Tax Up Again 


Tax increases are a sore point with the generality of the public, 


in particular around this time of year. For what cold comfort there 
is in the thought we remind town and city dwellers that one class 
of citizens, the farmers, have more than most of us to complain 
about. 


Farmers pay income taxes, sales taxes and the rest of it, like 


everyone else. Farmers also pay real estate taxes on their land. 
The Agriculture Department has just disclosed that real estate 
taxes are rising in relation to net farm income — 10.8 per cent 
last year as against 9.3 the year before and 9.1 per cent in 1965. 


Farm real estate taxes, mostly levied by local governments, 


have steadily risen over a long period of time. In 1966, for exam- 
ple, the national average was §1.74 per acre; last year it had gone 
up to $1.89 an acre. The total tax levied on farm real estate in 
1967 was 51.9 billion, a hike of 8.4 per cent over a year earlier 
and the 25th consecutive annual increase. Things are tough all 
over — and tougher on the farm than some other places.

beri-beri, doctors would sug- 
gest definite massive doses of 
vitamins. In the absence of 
known deficiencies, I believe 
that the elderly, the infirm, 
and young, growing children 
benefit from good, inexpensive 
vitamins in addition 
to a 


nourishing diet. I emphasize, 
Inexpensive, because millions 
of dollars a year are spent un- 
necessarily by people who can 
least afford It, on excess vita- 
mins.

THE FIRST IMPRESSION 
The first impression was not 
all-important. It was good, 
without being very good. What 
was missing during the camp- 
aign and before is still missing. 
The sense of dominion. The ap- 
palling example of it Is Mr. Nix- 
on's incredible persistence in 
talking to the press wherever 
and whenever he is ambushed by 
it, no matter what he is engaged 
in doing. Thus after the end of 
his greatly effective acceptance 
speech in Miami. And again, ar- 
riving in a Lincoln Continental 
no less than 21 feet long — that 
in itself, one would think, would 
cause one to decline to chit-chat 
with reporters. But it happened 
also that he was on his way to 
becoming the President of the 
United States, just a minute or 
two later; and there, as he and 
the outgoing President disem- 
barked, were the omnipresent 
reporters, with their tumescent 
microphones-. What did they talk 
about in the car ?Instead of smi- 
ling and proceeding on his way, 
Nixon stopped to gabble: "Oh," 
he said chattily, "our dogs, and 
other things.'' 
I have always wondered at the 


temerity of the American press. 
I was afraid to view the inter- 
ment of President Kennedy on 
television for fear that NBC 
would poke a microphone into 
Jackie's face and ask her what 
did she think of the eulogy? 


But that will change. The off ice 


almost always invests its ma- 
jesty in the incumbent. If it could 
happen to Andrew Jackson and 
Chester Arthur and Harry Tru- 
man, 
certainly it will happen 


to 
Richard 
Nixon, who on 


top of his other attributes is a 
more diligent student of all mat- 
ters, and therefore will be- 
come a competent student of the 
presidency and the presence 
which Is Indispensable to the of- 
fice. 
Thus the striking passages of 
his address had to do with the 
human spirit. These passages 
he could speak feelingly because 
he is the primary American ex- 
emplar of the triumph of the hu- 
man spirit over adversity. The 
astronauts never had such dark 
and lonely moments as Nixon 
had, 
and out of that experience 


he fashioned a philosophy which 
is essentially hopeful. 


There were, of course, the tra- 


ditional disappointments which 
one finds in almost every inau- 
gural address, ritual obeisan- 
ces, this time, for instance, 
to 
youth 
— and, always of 


course, to "the American peo- 
ple," who are never called 
"the voters" in inaugural ad- 
dresses. 


There 
were the vexing pas- 


sages which are either without 


meaning or are banal beyond the 
point that makes them bear re- 
peating in non-routine situa- 
tions. We are going to turn our 
swords Into plowshares yes yes 
yes: "We shall plan now forthe 
day when our wealth can be 
transferred from the destruc- 
tion of war abroad to the urgent 
needs of our people at home." 


In the first place that Isn't a 
plan, It's a hope; In the second 
place, a few paragraphs further 
down, Mr. Nixon tells us that 
what we need at home isn't any 
longer really material: it Is 
things of the splrlt.Well, we can 
get those, can we not, without 
reallocations 
in the defense 


budget ? 


And elsewhere, the rhetorical 
blight of Sorensen: those false 
antitheses which are substitutes 
for analytical invigoration; "We 
cannot expect to make everyone 
our friend, but we can try to 
make no one our enemy" (ho 
hum). 


But then he struck out, and his 


words and thoughts were re- 
sounding. Only the spirit will 
cure the evils of the spirit, 
the dearths of the spirit, he said, 
fingering that great national 
anomle which Is the plague of 
our time. Don't look to the gov- 
ernment to bail you out — be- 
cause "our greatest need now 
is to reach beyond govern- 
ment." "We shall promise," 
said Mr. Nixon cautiously, "on- 
ly what we know we can pro- 
duce." And, finally, "We have 
endured a long night of the 
American spirit. But as our 
eyes catch the dimness of the 
first rays of dawn, let us not 
curse the remaining dark. Let 
us gather the light." 


Already the new President had 


slipped Into the royal "we."

DREW PEARSON SAYS: NIXON 
HAS VAST OPPORTUNITIES 
FOR PEACE; RUSSIANS AP- 
PEAR TO BE IN RECEPTIVE 
MOOD; THEY SAY THEY CAN 
WORK WITH NIXON 


WASHINGTON —RichardNix- 
on, who took the oath of office 
with his hand on Isaiah 2, 4, 
proclaiming that nations should 
"beat their swords into plow- 
shares," now faces tremendous 
opportunities 
and tremendous 


problems in achieving that goal. 


As reported in an earlier col- 


umn, Lyndon Johnson had taken 
important steps toward an early 
peace in Vietnam and a long 
range peace with Soviet Russia. 
He had even discussed with the 
Russians a peaceful formula 
for American resumption of re- 
lations with Communist Cuba, 
and received peace overtures 
from Moscow regarding the dy- 
namite-laden Near East. 


The outcome of all of these 


will depend largely on wheth- 
er the new President is able to 
retain the long range coopera- 
tion of the other super nuclear 
power — Soviet Russia. Even 
peace in Vietnam will depend on 
how much Soviet Russia pres- 
sures Ho Chi Minh. During the 
Johnson administration, Russia 
is reported to have curtailed the 
shipment of missiles, and was 
sending agriculture experts to 
North Vietnam Instead. 


The 
big question, therefore, 


is; How far can the new Quak- 
er President go in carrying out 
the chief tenet of his faith — 
peace; and how much will the 
Russians help him? 
We have already reported that 
leaders of the Religious Society 
of Friends (Quakers), of which 
Nixon was born a member, were 
rebuffed when they sought to 
confer with him regarding the 
religious duties of his otfice. 
We already know that such Rus- 
sian leaders as Khrushchev and 
Foreign 
Minister 
Gromyko 


were not happy with Nixon's 
views or conduct either when he 
was Vice President or before. 


COMMUNIST -HUNTER 
In 1954 he had advocated land- 
ing American troops In what was 
then French Indo-China to res- 
cue the French. And he had built

up his political career on a 
campaign of Communist-hunt- 
ing. Even before Sen. Joe Mc- 
Carthy had climbed to fame on 
his false accusation of 205 card- 
carrying communists in the 
State Department, Nixon had 
started 
seeing 
Communists 


under beds In California, es- 
pecially the beds of those who 
were running against him. 


His greatest victory, which 


probably led to his choice as 
Eisenhower's Vice President, 
was the now dubious charge that 
Alger Hiss was a Communist. 
None of this endeared him to the 
world's most potent Commu- 
nist nation, Soviet Russia, with 
which he will now have to do 
business in order to keep the 
peace. 


So the big question is: Will 
the Communist world do busi- 
ness with Nixon ? 
The answer, in my opinion, is 


that it will. 


I base this partly on a trip to 


the 
Communist countries of 


Eastern Europe last Septem- 
ber, partly on a study of the 
Russian press. 
While visiting the neighbors 


of 
Czechoslovakia last fall, 


the main questions asked of me 
by Communist leaders were: 
First, who will win the Amer- 
ican election; and, second, is 
there a new Nixon, or does the 
old Nixon still lurk beneath the 
surface? 


Their general conclusion, upon 


being told that Richard Nixon 
probably would 
be the next 


President, was that they could 
work with him.NicolaeCeause- 
scu, top leader of Romania, had 
had a two-hour talk with Nixon 
last year, had concluded that 
Nixon was a practical man, that 
he wanted peace. 
Foreign Minister JosefWinie- 


wicz of Poland had been Polish 
ambassador in Washington with 
Nixon, a young member of the 
House Un-American Activities 
Committee, had come to see 
him while investigating Com- 
munism. The Polish foreign 
minister, 
himself a leading 


Communist, smiled at this. But 
he too thought Nixon had grown 
up, had become practical, and 
that the Communist world could 
work with him for peace.

SILENT SOVIET PRESS 


Meanwhile 
the Communist 


press Is significantly silent a- 
bout President Nixon. In con- 
trast to the West European 
press which has been more 
critical than American Demo- 
cratic newspapers, the Russian 
press has been noncommittal. 
Since this is a government-con- 
trolled 
press, it means that 


the Soviet Union is waiting to 
give Nixon a chance. 


If he pushes ratification of the 


treaty to stop the spread of nu- 
clear weapons it will be a sign 
that the new President wants to 
cooperate. If he also accepts 
the Russian overtures for dis- 
cussions of peace in the Near 
East, it will be a further sign. 


Both are important, for there 


are mixed views In the Krem- 
lin over Nixon. Spartak Beglov, 
leading Soviet foreign affairs 
commentator, has written a 
column stating that he differed 
with Russians who were critical 
of Henry Kissinger's appoint- 
ment as Nixon's No. 1 foreign 
affairs adviser. This is an unu- 
sual public admission of private 
disagreement In Moscow. 


That disagreement is report- 


ed to involve the same disa- 
greement which existed during 
Khrushchev's era, and which al- 
so exists between the State 
Department and the Pentagon. 
It's the disagreement between 
the big missile men and the 
peace men, between the pre- 
ventive-war 
advocates 
and 


those who argue that nuclear 
war would bring the end of civil- 
ization. 
The Red Army has always 
carried weight in the Kremlin, 
just as the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
carried weight with Kennedy and 
Johnson. Nixon's past record 
indicates they will also carry 
weight with him. 


The new Secretary of State, 


William P. Rogers, though in- 
experienced in diplomacy, is a 
level-headed, 
practical man. 


His word is likely to prevail 
with the new President. If so, 
Mr. Nixon will take advantage 
of the Russian invitation to sit 
down at the negotiating table and 
fulfill his pledge of "seeking 
the highest honor history can 
bestow" — the title of peace- 
maker.

Farm Land Tax Up Again 


Tax Increases are a sore point with the generality of the public, 
in particular around this tim e of year. F or what cold comfort there 
Is in the thought we rem ind town and city dw ellers that one class 
of citizens, the farm ers, have m ore than most of us to complain 
about. 


F arm ers pay income taxes, sales taxes and the rest of It, like 
everyone else. F a rm e rs also pay real estate taxes on their land. 
The Agriculture D epartm ent has just disclosed that real estate 
taxes are rising In relation to net farm Income — 10.8 per cent 
last year as against 9.3 the year before and 9.1 per cent In 1965. 


Farm real estate taxes, mostly levied by local governments, 
have steadily risen over a long period of tim e. In 1966, for exam ­ 
ple, the national average was $1.74 per acre; last year it had gone 
up to $1.89 an a c re . The total tax levied on farm real estate in 
1967 was $1.9 billion, a hike of 8.4 per cent over a year earlier 
and the 25th consecutive annual Increase. Things are tough all 
over — and tougher on the farm than some other places.

The 
astronauts never had such dark 
and lonely moments as Nixon 
had, and out of that experience 
he fashioned a philosophy which 
is essentially hopeful. 
There w ere, of course, the tr a ­ 
ditional disappointm ents which 
one finds in alm ost every inau­ 
gural ad d ress, ritual obeisan­ 
ces, this tim e, for instance, 
to 
youth 
— and, always of 
course, to "th e American peo­ 
ple,” who a re never called 
"the v o te rs” in inaugural ad­ 
d resse s. 
There 
w ere the vexing p as­ 
sages which are either without 


meaning or are banal beyond the 
point that makes them bear r e ­ 
peating 
in non-routine situ a ­ 
tions. We are going to turn our 
swords into plowshares yes yes 
yes; "W e shall plan now for the 
day when our wealth can be 
tran sferred from the d estru c­ 
tion of war abroad to the urgent 
needs of our people at hom e.” 


In the first place that Isn’t a 
plan, it’s a hope; in the second 
place, a few paragraphs further 
down, M r. Nixon tells us that 
what we need at home isn’t any 
longer really m aterial: It is 
things of the spirit.W ell, we can 
get those, can we not, without 
reallocations 
In 
the defense 
budget ?

WASHINGTON -R ichardN ix­ 
on, who look the oath of office 
with his hand on Isaiah 2, 4, 
proclaim trig Hat nations should 
•Meat their swor is into plow- 
■liares,” now (aces tremendous 
opportunities and tremendous 
problems In achieving that goal. 
As reported In an earlier col­ 
umn, Lyndon Johnson had taken 
important steps toward an early 
peace In Vietnam and a long 
range peace with Soviet Russia. 
He had even discussed with the 
Russians a peaceful formula 
for American resumption of re­ 
lations with Communist Cuba, 
and received peace overtures 
from Moscow regarding the dy­ 
namite-laden Near East. 
The outcome of all of these 
will depend largely on wheth­ 
er the new President Is able to 
retain the long range coopera­ 
tion of the other super nuclear 
power — Soviet Russia. Even 
peace In Vietnam will depend on 
how much Soviet Russia p res­ 
sures Ho Chi Mlnh. During the 
Johnson administration, Russia 
is reported to have curtailed the 
shipment of m issiles, and was 
sending agriculture experts to 
North Vietnam Instead. 
The 
big question, therefore, 
is: How far can the new Quak­ 
er President go in carrying out 
the chief tenet of his faith — 
peace; and how much will the 
Russians help him ? 
We have already reported that 
leaders of the Religious Society 
of Friends (Quakers), of which 
Nixon was bom a member, were 
rebuffed when they sought to 
confer with him regarding the 
religious duties of his otflce. 
We already know that such Rus­ 
sian leaders as Khrushchev and 
Foreign 
Minister 
Gromyko 
were not happy with Nixon’s 
views or conduct either when he 
was Vice President or before. 


And elsew here, the rhetorical 
blight of Sorensen; those false 
antitheses which are substitutes 
for analytical invigoration; "W e 
cannot expect to make everyone 
our friend, but we can try to 
make no one our enemy” (ho 
hum). 


But then he struck out, and his 
words and thoughts w ere r e ­ 
sounding. Only the sp irit will 
cure the evils of the sp irit, 
the dearths of the spirit, he said, 
fingering that great national 
anomie which is the plague of 
our tim e. Don’t look to the gov­ 
ernm ent to bail you out — b e­ 
cause "o u r greatest need now 
is 
to 
reach beyond govern­ 
m ent.” "W e shall p ro m ise,” 
said M r. Nixon cautiously, " o n ­ 
ly what we know we can p ro ­ 
duce.” And, finally, "W e have 
endured a long night of the 
Am erican sp irit. 
But 
as our 
eyes catch the dim ness of the 
first rays of dawn, let us not 
curse the remaining d ark . Let 
us gather the light.” 
Already the new President had 
slipped into the royal "w e .” 


COMMUNIST-HUNTER 
In 1954 he had advocated land­ 
ing A m erican troops in what was 
then French Indo-China to r e s ­ 
cue the French. And he had built 


up hi» political career on ■ 
campaign of Communtat-hunt- 
Inc. Even before Sen. Joe Mc­ 
Carthy had climbed to fame on 
M ifltfs* accusattW Of M i t i f i ­ 
car rytng Com m unists in the 
State Department, Nixon had 
started 
seeing 
Communists 
under beds in California, e s ­ 
pecially the tied* of those who 
were running against him. 
Hta greatest victory, which 
protably led to his choice M 
Elsenhower's Vice President, 
V II H it bow dubious charge that 
Alger Hiss was a Communist. 
None of this endeared him to the 
world’s mast potent Commu­ 
nist nation, Soviet Russia, with 
which he will now have to di» 
business In order to keep the 
peace. 


So the big question is: Will 
the Communist world do busi­ 
ness with Nixon? 
The answer, In my opinion, la 
that It will. 
I base this partly on a trip to 
the 
Communist countries 
of 
Eastern Europe last Septem­ 
ber, partly on a study of the 
Russian press. 
W hile 
visiting the neighbors 
of 
Czechoslovakia 
last fall, 
the main questions asked of me 
by Com m unist leaders were: 
F irs t, who will win the A m er­ 
ican election; and, second, is 
there a new Nixon, or does the 
old Nixon still lurk beneath the 
su rface? , 


T heir general conclusion, upon 
being told that Richard Nixon 
probably 
would 
be 
the next 
President, was that they could 
work with him .N lcolaeC eause- 
scu, top leader of Romania, had 
had a two-hour talk with Nixon 
last year, had concluded that 
Nixon was a practical m an,that 
he wanted peace. 
Foreign M inister JosefW inie- 
w icz of Po’and had been Polish 
am bassador in Washington with 
Nixon, a young member of the 
House U n-Am erican Activities 
Com m ittee, had come to see 
him while investigating Com ­ 
m unism . The 
Polish foreign 
m inister, 
him self 
a leading 
Com munist, sm iled at this. But 
he too thought Nixon had grown 
up, had becom e practical, and 
that the Com munist world could 
work with him for peace. 


SILENT 8 0 VIET PRESS 
Meanwhile 
the 
Communist 
p ress ts slgntftcantly »ilent * • 
bout 
President Nixon. In con­ 
trast to the West Europeas 
press which hss been more 
critical than American Demo­ 
cratic newspapers, the Russian 
press has been noncommittal. 
Since this ts s government -con­ 
trolled 
press, it means that 
the Soviet Union la waiting to 
give Nixon a chance. 
If he pushes ratification of the 
treaty to stop the spread of nu­ 
clear weapons it will be a sign 
that the new President wants to 
cooperate. If he also accepts 
tha Russian overtures for d is­ 
cussion* of peace In the Near 
East, It will be a further sign. 
Both are important, for there 
are mixed views in the Krem­ 
lin over Nixon. Spartak Beglov, 
leading Soviet foreign affairs 
commentator, 
has 
written a 
column stating that he differed 
with Russians who were critical 
of Henry Kissinger’s appoint­ 
ment as Nixon’s No. I foreign 
affairs adviser. This Is an unu­ 
sual public admission of private 
disagreement in Moscow. 
That disagreem ent is re p o rt­ 
ed to Involve the sam e d isa ­ 
greement which existed during 
Khrushchev’s era, and which a l­ 
so exists between the State 
Department and the Pentagon. 
It’s the disagreem ent between 
the 
big m issile men and the 
peace men, between the p re ­ 
ventive-war 
advocates 
and 
those who argue that nuclear 
war would bring the end of civ il­ 
ization. 
The Red Army has always 
carried weight in the K rem lin, 
just as the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
carried weight with Kennedy and 
Johnson. 
Nixon’s past record 
indicates they will also carry 
weight with him. 
The new Secretary of State, 
William P. Rogers, though in­ 
experienced in diplom acy, is a 
level-headed, 
practical man. 
His word is likely to prevail 
with the new President. If so, 
Mr. Nixon will take advantage 
of the Russian invitation to sit 
down at the negotiating table and 
fulfill his pledge of "seeking 
the highest honor history can 
bestow” — the title of peace­ 
m aker.

NEW SIGNS NEEDED NOW Call For Import Changes 


"The first quarter estimates 


of imports for 19G9andthe 1969 
quota figure under the Meat 
Import Law focus vividly on the 
absolute necessity of making 
some definite changes in the 
1964 statute," 
Blair Smith, 


President of the California CaU 
tlemen's Association, said in a 
statement from Sacramento. 


"The Secretary of Agricul. 


hire's announced estimate of 
shipments in 19G9 was 1,035 
million pounds. This appears 
not to be an estimate at all as 
the law required, but rather a 
statement of the volume which 
supplying countries have infor- 
mally agreed not to exceed," 
Smith declared. 


The California Cattlemen's 


Association President added 
that with the 1969 quota es- 
tablished at 988 million pounds 
the Executive Branch of the 
Government has deliberately 
juggled the intent of Congress 
and given a green light for fore- 
ign suppliers to overship the 
quota by approximately 50 mil. 
lion pounds. 


"Determined efforts by all 


livestock organizations inclucU 
ing the California Cattlemen's 


Association and the American 
National Cattlemen's Associa. 
tion will be made this year tc 
tighten up the 1964 Meat Im. 
port Law," the CCA President 
continued. "This is particularly 
necessary because less and less 
of the imported beef, veal and 
mutton is finding its way into 
manufacturing 
channels 
and 


more of it is being sold as 
fresh meat, competing directly 
with good, choice and prime 
beef produced domestically," 
Smith said. 


Changes in the 1964 Meat 


Import Law being sought by 
the cattle industry include: 


1. Establishment of tlie quota 


in the statute, thus eliminating 
the "estimating" loophole. 


2. Elimination of the 10 per. 


cent override in order to trig, 
ger the standby quotas. 


3. Using the average of im- 


ports in 1958-62 as a setting of 
quarterly quotas equal to one- 
fourth of the annual figure that 
would be allowed; 


5. Inclusion in the quota of 


offshore purchases by the mil. 
itary which may not be channel- 
ed through U.S. ports. 


6. The provision for quotas 


on all other meat products in* 
eluding canned products.
